book authority successful gardeners in his 
own locality depended upon. So the cus- 
tomer departed, saying she would inquire over 
at the library, and if she could not get the 
information there, she would write to a 
cousin who could help her. 

The story has a happy ending. She came 
back in a few hours to place an order for 
French’s “How to Grow Vegetables.” 

The point to the story, however, is not the 
order. It is this: that millions of Americans 
have the same tendency to turn to the book 
dealer for counsel about books as they have 
to go for advice about medicine to a doctor 
or about law to a lawyer. If the doctor or 
the lawyer admitted lack of knowledge as 
often as the bookseller does, their incomes 
would be far less than they are. Let’s be 
honest with ourselves, booksellers. If we 
went to a doctor or lawyer for counsel who 
knew as little about the whole field of medi- 
cine or law as we know about the whole 
field of books, would we go back to him? 

The trouble is we have too easily called 
bookselling a profession without attempting 
to make it one. As long as the town li- 
brarian remains the town’s sole counselor of 
books (other than of fiction and popular non- 
fiction) she alone makes a profession of books 
and the bookseller is a tradesman, no more 
and no less. 

One thing the New Day is bound to do 
for the bookseller. Through the creation of 
more leisure hours for people with jobs, it 
will increase his opportunities for service to 
the community in book counseling. For it 
no longer needs to be proved that leisure in 
America turns people to books. Libraries all 
over the country have been attempting to 
deal with this fact for several years. Fact it 
is, and not theory. 

We need to be very practical about this 
fact—to determine how the bookseller can 
take practical advantage of it. Already he is 
expert in helping the man or woman who 
reads for escape, for pleasure, for the pur- 
pose of killing time, or because of genuine 
literary interests. But how expert is he in 
counseling people about books on work, on 


recreation, on hobbies? These, too, are a 


part of his profitable field, opening more 
widely before him as leisure hours are added 
to workers’ days. 

It is neither the bookseller’s job nor is it, 
even, humanly possible for him to be voca- 
tional and recreational counselor to all the 
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individuals in a community. People in com. 
munities from time immemorial have formed 
themselves into groups because of mutual 
interest in some work, recreation or hobby, 
and there seems good reason why the book. 
seller can and should make himself an exper 
in book counseling for those ready-made 
groups in his community who have openly 
declared what their interests are. 

There are, to take some of the most ob. 
vious examples, Rotary, Kiwanis, Parent. 
Teacher, and Women’s Clubs in practically 
all towns of any size whatever, and other 
groups of a civic, business, cultural or recrea. 
tional nature. To be specific, public libraries 
in recent years have reported widespread de. 
mands for book service from such organized 
groups as: 

Parent-Teacher Associations, College Clubs, 
Chambers of Commerce, Rotary Clubs, Ki- 
wanis Clubs, Fortnightly (Literary) Clubs, 
Woman’s (Civic) Clubs, Mother’s Clubs, 
Y.M.C.A.’s, Y.W.C.A.’s, Y.M.H.A.’s, Amer. 
ican Legions, Garden Clubs, Recreation Com- 
missions, Contemporary Clubs (Senior and 
Junior), Boy Scouts, Catholic Clubs, Git 
Scouts, Girls’ Friendly Societies, Knights o 
Columbus, Shakespeare Clubs, Village Man- 
ager Leagues, Community Drama Societies, 
and Business and Professional Women’ 
Clubs. 

Continuously throughout the year, in one 
of these groups or another, meetings are being 
planned for the discussion of special subjects 
of a political, social, cultural or economic 
nature; and for a while whole groups in the 
town are agog over what So-and-so said on 
something or other which every intelligent 
bookseller knows has been said better, mort 
completely and more authoritatively in books. 

Now suppose that in every town where 
this is going to happen during the coming 
winter a bookseller—one who realizes the 
advantage to his business of being a 00 
joiner—has made a tie-up with the important 
groups in his community. Suppose he keeps 
in contact all fall with the committees which 
are planning club programs, or better stil, 
has a hand in making the programs and 
selecting speakers. Weeks, possibly months 
in advance of meetings, he can be anticipat 
ing the book interests of all the importat! 
community groups, likely to be aroused by 
the year’s programs. Just what are te 
books most likely to appeal to these group’ 
This is the question he poses to himsel! 
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How can he best serve these particular groups 
as an expert counselor in books? 

Just for the fun of it, let’s skip over the 
next few months and sit in on a luncheon 
meeting of Rotarians the following February. 
A Ph.D. from the nearest university or maybe 
a local celebrity who has been serving on 
one of the New Deal national committees 
has addressed the group on “Better Govern- 
ment and the New Economics.” Men’s 
minds have been stimulated. They want to 
know more. Maybe there is time for dis- 
cussion pro and con, maybe not. But there 
is bound to be discussion later on when 
these men meet. An account of the talk will 
have a prominent place in the evening paper. 
And Rotarians will be telling whomever they 
meet what So-and-so said at today’s meeting. 
A great talk! Stimulating! 

But before the group adjourns today the 
chairman has an announcement. Maybe it 
is to give the floor briefly to the bookseller, 
or maybe he will make the announcement 
himself. There will be at the local book- 
store an exhibit of a number of books touch- 
ing on the subjects which have just been 
discussed together with a complete list of 
other pertinent books. These books answer 
many of the questions which have arisen 
today and carry the subject into the various 
ramifications touched upon by the speaker. 
All the books may not be in stock, but orders 
will be filled promptly. They are an exhibit, 
merely, especially selected and arranged so 
that people in the community who have an 
intelligent interest in today’s subjects may 
be able to see some of the most authoritative 
book material available on them. Inciden- 
tally, several of the authorities quoted by to- 
day’s speaker have books which are a part 
of the exhibit. 

There will be little difficulty in getting this 
announcement in the papers. It will be sent 
to all other groups in the community, men’s 
as well as women’s, who are likely to be 
interested. Groups, rather than individuals, 
are to be appealed to. The cooperation of 
the library will have been secured; whatever 
books it owns on the subjects will form part 
of the exhibit, and it will carry a poster an- 
nouncing the exhibit. No need to go into 
other ways of announcing the exhibit here. 
The bookseller knows how to do this for 
himself. 

But now let’s go into that “hard and intel- 
ligent work” which was skipped over so 
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lightly a few paragraphs back. The book. 
seller, in consulting with his fellow towns. 


men about their club programs, has doubtless 
been able to learn of books they have read 
or want to read on the subjects he has chosen 
for his exhibit. He himself knows of others 
—books he has seen reviewed or well adver. 
tised but has never been able to handle. He 
goes, of course, to the U. S. Catalog. He 
scans carefully the booklist recommended by 
the League for Industrial Democracy. He 
consults Booklist No. 4 of the American Book 
Councillor Series. With local conditions jp 
mind, then, he makes his own list of books— 
a lengthy one, doubtless, on any subject as 
broad as “Better Government and the New 
Economics”—which he will keep on file for 
ready reference in book counseling forever. 
more, adding to it and subtracting from it 
as time goes on. And from this longer list 
he will select a smaller group which, through 
the cooperation of publishers, will form the 
exhibit we have been talking about. 

Nor will the Rotary Club be the onl 
community group to plan a program which 
will rouse latent book interests this winter. 
Possibly the bookseller can take advantage oi 
a special program offered by the Business and 
Professional Women’s Club for planning and 
dating another and totally different book ex: 
hibit. Here is a nation-wide group given to 
considerable activity, a group of women with 
money of their own, and certainly a group 
for whom book counseling may bring it 
profitable rewards. In scores of commun 
ties during the coming winter one of their 
national or state officers or some other well: 
known man or woman will be scheduled for 
an address on some phase of women’s oppor: 
tunities for work and service in the new day. 

The same subjects will interest the Quota 
Club, various groups in the Y.W.C.A., the 
Women’s College and Civic Clubs and older 
high school girls and their teachers. So—at 
the best psychological moment for all these 
groups, and with their cooperation and that 
of the library and publishers—why not oF 
fer your community a well-publicized exhibit 
of books for business and professional 
women? 

Another exhibit which should prove help- 
ful to both public and bookseller in this year 
of more jobs and increased leisure 1s on 
which stresses the value of and 1s helpfull} 
educational about recreations and hobbies.

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Another lovely garden book window which would attract the eye of almost any home owner 


so likely to find ready-made groups of any 
size (speaking from the commercial view- 
point) waiting to be appealed to, though 
golf, tennis and yachting clubs are common 
enough and classes in drawing, painting, 
modelling, wood-working and bookbinding 
are far from rare. Y.M. and Y.W.C.A.’s 
often have groups working on all kinds of 
hobbies and playing at all kinds of healthful 
recreations. Most cities and many towns 
have their local art schools; some have vaca- 
tion school centers where hobbies flourish. 

In communities where these groups are 
already formed and at work, exhibits could 
be arranged with the same kind of coopera- 
tion and publicity as the exhibits discussed 
above. When recreation and hobbies are an 
individual rather than a group activity, it 
may be better to include a few of these books, 
with a special set-up and poster, in the other 
exhibits. It would be a rare Rotarian who 
would object to a few good books on golf 
and fishing after a full meal on economics 
and better government. 

Che truth of the matter is that once you 
have interested and served your community 
groups through exhibits which had special 
appeal to them as groups, you will probably 
have no difficulty in getting many of them to 
come back, through the same kind of special 
‘nnouncements and posters which brought 
them once, to exhibits which may interest 
them only as individuals. At any rate, there 
are bookstores all over the country whose 
Customers and potential customers are now 
approaching librarians for helpful advice on 


recreations and hobbies when they might very 
well be drawn to the bookstore by a selected 
and well publicized exhibit of books. 

No doubt every bookseller who is reading 
this sympathetically has thought of book dis- 
plays which would serve his own community 
better than those discussed here: an exhibit 
of travel books, or garden books, of special 
juveniles, of biography and history, or of 
books on banking in which so many towns 
and cities are now genuinely interested. The 
thing for him to do now—this winter—is to 
choose which groups in his town are the 
most profitable groups to appeal to, and to 
begin to make his own lists of books on the 
subjects in which they are interested through 
consulting the numerous booklists which are 
now available to him in printed form. 

Even if he gets no further than the prepara- 
tion of his own special lists, he will have 
created an invaluable aid in increasing his 
opportunities for intelligent book service. By 
adding several more lists next winter, and 
the next, his service will soon be of a quality 
to rank it with other professional services in 
his town. But if he goes a step further and 
arranges for his own special exhibits, he 
will be bidding for the kind of sales which 
are not of the “I must have this book im- 
mediately or never” variety. He will be in- 
troducing his clientele to books which are 
not to be read feverishly tonight and dis- 
carded in the morning, but to books of more 
or less permanent value which they are likely 
to be quite willing to wait for while their 
orders are being filled. 
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Dramatizing the Subject Book

ONE OF THE MAIN Topics for discussion at 
the A.B.A. convention last June was that of 
sidelines and how they might profitably be 
sold by the bookstore. Facts presented by 
various speakers at the meeting and develop- 
ing out of discussions from the floor left little 
doubt that certain lines of merchandise other 
than books, could if managed intelligently, 
bring in additional income, and, at the same 
time, make new customers for the bookseller. 
Articles in the Publishers’ Weekly from time 
to time have also reflected the importance of 
developing this field. 

There are two types of sidelines, those 
which may definitely be connected up with 
books, which may help the sales of books 
and be helped by the sale of books, and there 
are those which have little or no connection 
with reading in any form. Booksellers in 
general have discovered that the former type 
works out much more successfully than the 
latter. No bookseller wants to turn his store 
into a hodgepodge of various articles, no 
bookseller seems to mind putting in a few 
selected sidelines which augment his book- 
stock. 

The Publishers’ Weekly, recognizing the 
trend toward sidelines, has gone over the 
field of suitable articles and here presents a 
small selection of products which may be 


stocked by the bookseller without too great 
a capital outlay and which may very def- 
nitely be tied in with book sales. The Weeki 
will continue to present information about 
suitable sidelines which can be closely tied up 
with books, will also present as often a 
possible the actual experiences of booksellers 
who have found ways of merchandising site: 
lines profitably and satisfactorily and supply 
short bibliographies of books relating to craits 
and hobbies. 

The sidelines discussed here merit the 
bookseller’s consideration because there 1s 3 
background of books associated with the ac 
tivity they represent, a wealth of current 
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reading material which may be offered 
taneously with the sidelines. A 
bookseller who stocks them has a direct 
‘nterest in the matter of their promotion. 
Whoever sells stamp collecting makes a 
live prospect for the books that are con- 
nected with that hobby! 

A good example of the type of hobby 
which may be tied up with bookselling 
is carpentry. It is manifestly impossible 
to give figures as to the number of people 
who have an interest in tools—nearly every 
home has its amateur carpenter and there are 
many professional carpenters and cabinet 
makers who conceivably would be interested 
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in buying books on the subject. Adequate, 
) attractive tool chests for the amateur, such as 
> the one on page 1216, are available to sell at 
© around $5 a unit. Practical books on carpen- 
try and books that develop the hobby side of 
# tools are numerous and would make an at- 
> tractive display in connection with a tool 
chest. A whole new approach to individuals, 
families and groups may be made by display 
© and advertising of the tools and literature of 
carpentry.

Things Are Moving 


THERE ARE TWO sEASONS in the bookstore 
which long experience indicates can be disap- 
pointing in their sales 
totals. One is the first 
week after Thanksgiv- 
ing when retailers in- 
stinctively expect much 
more instantaneous 
pick-up of sales than is

What Is a Serial? 


THE QUESTION as to what is a serial is an im 
portant matter to both authors and publishes. 
Serial rights are usually defined as the righ! 
to print literary matter in several issues 0 
a magazine, or, newspaper. The definition 
of a serial, given in Webster, is, “A public: 
tion appearing in a series or succession 0 
periodicals.” This definition has recent) 
been overridden by buyers of literary rights 
and the Publishers’ Association is now mov 
ng to correct the situation. 

A Philadelphia newspaper buying second 
serial rights from a literary agent has issue 
current novels complete in one issue and ad 
vertised extensively that for the small price 
the newspaper one can get the as of at 
entire book. That such advertising and such 
sale would be extremely detrimental to boot 
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publishing 1s clear, and every publisher has 
heen reviewing his contracts to see that the 
material he is buying, if such material has 
already been sold for serialization, shall have 
been sold for serial publication and just that. 


> And, in cases where the publisher himself has 
* the initiative in selling this right, a clarifica- 
> sion of what is a serial right will be put into 
3 the contract.

Remainder Selling Challenged 


> A cHatLence to other publishers to act 
* against the continuing flood of remainders 
© has been issued by Scribner’s, who, acting by 
> themselves and out of their own experience, 
* announce that until further notice no copies 
> of copyright trade books will be remaindered 
> by them. They do this because they “regard 
> the present situation as an aggravated one, 
7 demanding drastic treatment.” 


No one in the trade needs to be told just 
how menacing this situation has become. 
The slow decrease in book markets after 


q 1929, followed by rapid drop in 1932 and 


1933, piled up overstock in the publishers’ 
bins and left the thousands of unbound books 
in the binderies. In the search for liquid 
assets these books have been thrown out into 
a remainder market which has bordered front 
streets of large cities with displays which 
buyers interpreted as distress in the industry, 
and which has filled the shelves and counters 
ot drugstores and cigar stores with overstock. 

It is in a market thus clogged with failures 
that the publishers have to sell their new 
books, and it is little wonder that the leaders 
in the industry have pointed to this as one 
of the most critical situations the trade has 
ever faced. The problem has been under 
discussion by the Publishers’ Association for 
some time; one remedy is offered in the 
Proposed code; but in the meantime here is 
a challenge to publishers to face the situation 


as individual houses. 


! It will be pointed out that remainder job- 
«rs now produce a large part of their supply 
‘rom plates they have bought. This is un- 
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doubtedly another aspect of the difficulty as 
such reprints give a rounded out appearance 
to the stocks on drug-store counters. Such 
reprints are given the list price of the original 
edition in spite of the fact that they were 
never sold at that figure. Some day this 
mispricing will receive a legal check as did 
the price reduction statement of the so-called 
Mt. Holyoke Reference Work to which the 
Federal Trade Commission gave a “cease and 
desist” order the other day. 

Here are two ends of one dilemma. Too 
many remainders and too many pseudo-re- 
mainders. Publishers can face the first prob- 
lem by individual decision now, and the other 
problem can be met by ceasing to sell plates 
for remaindering purposes. Some firms have 
curtailed all remainder selling; will still 
others make similar announcements for this 
period of emergency? 


Aid to the Illustrated Book 


THE NEW PLAN of the American Institute 
of Graphic Arts to give aid and encourage- 
ment to American book illustrating contains 
much promise and by November the jury’s 
list of selected books will be available for the 
booksellers and libraries. 

Unlike the Institute’s well-known Fifty 
Book Show, based on typographical excel- 
lence, which travels the country each year, 
the Illustrated Book Show will not be sent 
on the road, as the budget of the Institute 
will not permit this, but the jury’s selection 
will be made known by November thus per- 
mitting exhibits of the titles to be made 
simultaneously throughout the country from 
such supplies of the books as are locally avail- 
able. This method will give the public a 
chance to see the best in illustrated books 
throughout the country. This must result 
in much new interest in modern tendencies in 
book illustration and a basis for attractive 
holiday displays with an appeal to the dis- 
criminating. ©

Reynal and Hitchcock Announce New House; 
to Publish Select General List 


A NEW GENERAL publishing house, with the 
imprint of Reynal & Hitchcock, Inc., was 
announced this week by Curtice Hitchcock 
and Eugene Reynal. A first list of books is 
to be issued in January. 

The new firm brings together two young 
publishers, who have been identified with 
large publishing houses for nearly ten years. 
Each of them is known to the trade as suc- 
cessful in his field. Mr. Reynal joined the 
staff of Harper & Bros. in 1926, after four 
years at Harvard and two at Oxford. In 
1930 when Blue Ribbon Books was started 
as a cooperative reprint house by Harper’s, 
Harcourt, Brace, & Co., Dodd, Mead & Co., 
and Little, Brown & Co., Mr. Reynal was 
chosen as head of the new venture. He pur- 
chased complete control of Blue Ribbon from 


these publishers in June of this year and 
became president. 

Mr. Hitchcock joined the staff of the Mac- 
millan Co. in 1924 as assistant to the presi 
dent after having served on the faculty o 
the University of Chicago. Later he was 
made vice president in charge of the trade 
departments at The Macmillan Co., leaving in 
1931 to assume the same position with the 
Century Co. In the year prior to the Apple. 
ton-Century merger he was responsible tor 
the publication of such successes as Sit 
Arthur Salter’s “Recovery,” Phil Stongs 
“State Fair,” St. Exupéry’s “Night Flight, 
and G. B. Lancaster’s “Pageant.” ; 

The new house will have the same offices 
as Blue Ribbon Books, at 448 Fourth Ave. 
and will use the Blue Ribbon sales, adverts 
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‘ng and bookkeeping staffs. It will, however, 
be completely distinct from Blue Ribbon 
Books, which plans to extend its reprint 
market in January. “Reynal & Hitchcock, 
Inc., is in the particularly enviable position 
of being able to publish on a small scale and 
yet make use of a large selling organization,” 
Mr. Reynal stated in an interview with a 
representative of the Publishers’ Weekly. 
“As there will be no fixed overhead, there 
will not be the constant drive to develop a 
list. We intend to publish a small but dis- 
tinguished list covering many fields. We 
will publish some high grade fiction but there 
will be more non-fiction, including books on 
political economy, social science, history and 
biography.” 

Mr. Reynal pointed out that Blue Ribbon 
3o0ks had neither cut salaries nor curtailed 
its staff all during the depression, and that it 
was therefore in an especially good position 
for expansion. 

Barklie Henry of New York and Edward 
B. Passano of Baltimore will be associated 
with Mr. Reynal and Mr. Hitchcock on the 
board of directors of the new firm. 


Doubleday Shops Buy Byron, Inc. 


Byron, INCORPORATED, in the Fisher Build- 
ing in Detroit, which was closed on June 
24th, has been bought by the Doubleday, 
Doran Book Shops, Inc., who were awarded 
the sale by the courts after having submitted 
a competitive bid. Benjamin Silbermann, 
who has recently been connected with the 
Doubleday shops in New York, and before 
that was with A. Kroch in Chicago, will man- 
age the new store, which will open October 
gth. Byron, Inc., was originally opened in 
October, 1930, by J. B. Senie, formerly with 
Brentano’s in New York. Last year with 
conditions at a low ebb in Detroit the store 
began a quiet liquidation and in June it was 
decided to close the store and throw it into 
receivership, with R. W. Young, manager of 
the store as receiver. 


Asia Appoints Walsh New Editor 


Richarb J. Watsn, President of the John Day 
Company, has been appointed Editor of Asia 
Magazine, the well-known magazine of the 
Orient founded thirty-five years ago. He will 
conduct this enterprise in addition to his work 
as President of the John Day Company and 
“xpects that his contact with writers for the 
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magazine will give new openings for the John 
Day list. Mr. Walsh announces that he ex- 
pects to make a change in the scope of Asia 
and that under his editorship it will not be 
merely a magazine of travel but will return 
to its original purpose as a medium for inter- 
preting the culture and development of all 
Asiatic countries, including Russia, though 
continuing to cover the Oriental scene. Mr. 
Walsh, who was formerly Editor of Collier’s 
Weekly, has been conducting a column in 
Judge, which he will now discontinue. 


Morrow Starts Shelf Stock 


Consignment Plan 


Books ARE NOW BEING SHIPPED to cooperating 
shops under the Shelf Stock Consignment 
Plan which William Morrow & Company has 
just initiated. 

For a long time Morrow has been trying 
to provide a solution for the problem the 
bookseller and the publisher face in the mat- 
ter of getting titles which are not recent but 
still have life in them adequately represented 
in the bookshop. The Plan they now present 
ties up none of the bookseller’s money yet en- 
ables him to maintain a representative stock 
of Morrow staples. 

Sixteen shops are now putting the Plan into 
operation including the Old Corner Bookstore 
and The Bookshop for Boys and Girls in Bos- 
ton, Kroch’s in Chicago, Otto Ulbrich Co. in 
Buffalo, Burrows in Cleveland, etc., etc. 

The publishers do not claim that the Plan 
is unique or revolutionary. They do claim 
that it is more practical than any yet sug- 
gested since it leaves up to the bookseller the 
choice of staple books to fit his own particular 
needs and does not load him down with 
books he cannot sell. At the same time, from 
the publisher’s point of view, the Plan does 
not involve tying up of additional capital but 
simply means shipping books out of his stock- 
room into the bookshop. A similar arrange- 
ment with a number of publishers would not 
only make it possible for the bookshop to 
make many sales it is now losing because of 
insufficient shelf stock, but would release con- 
siderable capital for the purchase of new 
books. 

Briefly the Plan is this: 

Morrow has selected a group of books 
which, because of their steady sale, qualify 
as shelf stock. The bookseller participating 
in the Plan chooses from this list a shelf stock 
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fitted for his shop’s individual need. These 
books are then sent on consignment to the 
shop, and are made easily available for sale 
on its shelves. Whenever a book is sold from 
this Consignment Stock, the shop reorders 
the title at once, paying for the replacement 
copy. This obviates the necessity for a 
laborious monthly checkup, keeps the shelf 
stock intact, and entails little bookkeeping. 


Petty Racketeering 


THREE INSTANCES OF PETTY RACKETEERING in 
which a customer offers a check for an 
amount more than his purchase, and receives 
change, the check later turning out to be 
worthless, have been reported to us this week. 
Loring & Mussey, Publishers, warn of a man 
who bought two copies of “The Ravenelle 
Riddle,” took one with him and had the other 
sent to his daughter in Meriden. His check, 
made out on the Audubon Branch of the 
Corn Exchange Bank and signed C. W. Bul- 
lock, was returned, marked “No Account.” 
A. S. Barnes & Co. warn of a man, apparently 
the same one, using the name, W. William 
Walsh, who also passes bad checks made out 
to the Audubon Branch of the Corn Ex- 
change Bank. He is elderly, thick-set and 
rather shabby with grey-white hair and a 
mustache. It is his custom to buy two or 
three dollars’ worth of books and give a check 
for $5 or $6, thus receiving the change. His 
main targets seem to have been the book- 
stores. The third instance occurred in New 
Hampshire, and is reported by The Religious 
Book Shop in Concord, which states that a 
man using the name Clarence Craige, worked 
the same sort of trick in Concord. 


McCormick Joins Doubleday Staff 


Ken McCormick, for the past two years 
manager of the Doubleday, Doran Book 
Shops in Philadelphia, has resigned that posi- 
tion to join the staff of Doubleday, Doran 
& Co. in Garden City, where he will be in 
charge of promotion for all trade books. Mr. 
McCormick brings a number of years of 
bookshop experience to his new position. 
Robert Hunt, who has been in the Doubleday 
advertising department for several years, has 
now been put in charge of advertising, taking 
the place of George Elliman, who resigned to 
become business manager of the Saturday 
Review of Literature. Henry G. Castor is 
now manager of the Philadelphia shops.

Books to Jamaica 


JAMAICA MIGHT BE an outlet for more Amer 
ican books than is the case today if the 
market was properly encouraged, reports W. 
W. Corcoran, American Consul at Kingston. 
“No consistent effort has been made by 
American publishers in recent years to sell 
new books to the Jamaica public,” he states 
in his report to the Department of Commerce. 
This lack of contemporaneous American 
novels and works on political, economic and 
other subjects might be made good, he be 
lieves, through contacts with the only dail) 
newspaper in town, The Daily Gleaner, 
whose literary editor is Ernest M. Rees.

An Olituary—Unedited 
BENNETT A. CERF 


A sTRAGGLING HANDFUL of people gathered 
in the Universal Chapel yesterday morning 
while Upton Sinclair, tearfully embarrassed, 
mumbled inadequate nothings over the last 
remains: of Horace Liveright, dead at 4g. 
Most of the authors he had started on the 
road to success, and the friends for whom he 
had neglected his business when it needed 
him most, were far too busy to spare the few 
moments necessary to pay him a last tribute. 
It was a dismal last curtain to a spectacular 
career—and to a publisher whose like will 
never be seen again. 

There has been much talk to the effect 
that Liveright failed in publishing only when 
he began to neglect it. This is not so. A 
man who conducted his publishing business 
as Liveright did was doomed by changes in 
the book world over which he had no control. 
Intensified competition, the rise of young 
men who breathed fresh life into doddering, 
but financially impregnable, old houses, and, 
above all, the spectre of diminishing outlets 
and narrower profit margins, left no chance 
for a madhouse like Liveright’s. His excur- 
sions into the theatrical business and his ill- 
starred splurges in the stock market (the 
Wall Street overlord who gave him all those 
magnificent tips didn’t turn up at the funeral 
services, — undoubtedly hastened his 
downfall, but the foundations were crum- 
bling long before he stepped out. The 
famous L iveright “flair” —it came through too 
diten to be set down as just a series of in- 
credibly lucky breaks—staved off the inevi- 
table time and again, but it simply could not 
hold out forever. 

When I went to work for Horace Liveright 
in 1924, his list included Dreiser, O’Neill, An- 
derson, ( George Moore, Atherton, Lewisohn, 
Jeflers, Van Loon, Rose Macaulay, Sigmund 
Freud, = Sarah Millin—and for good 
measure he had the Modern Library, which, 


although completely neglected, was 
already elling over three hundred thousand 
copies a year. What a list for a one-man 
publishing house! That was the year Live- 


rig 1 
ght did a business of over a million dollars, 





and on the first of January did not have a 
red cent in the bank. Seven men in the 
organization had authority to turn in bills 
for “entertainment.” Authors in the wait- 
ing room were often outnumbered by boot- 
leggers. One of the big executives had a 
bottle of whiskey in every drawer of his 
desk, the top of which was piled inches high 
with weeks-old communications of the great- 
est importance. The head bookkeeper (the 
only real business man in the place, as he 
proved so convincingly by winding up at the 
last as the sole owner of the entire outfit) had 
to show a perpetual deficit in his daily re- 
ports to the president, because if there ever 
was a cash balance it was gone by nightfall. 
Manuel Komroff, as perfect a gentleman as 
ever lived, was slaving in the manufacturing 
department, and Izzy Schneider, another ace, 
was working himself into a nervous wreck 
as advertising manager. These were the two 
best men in the place, so, naturally, prac- 
tically no attention was paid to anything they 
said. Dick Simon was a star salesman, but 
had far too many notions of his own to rate 
very high with the boss. Liveright was the 
worst judge of his employees I have ever 
known, and the least appreciative of the 
people who really cared for him. All he 
wanted around him was people who would 
inflate his ego and echo his own judgments. 
The editorial meetings, which he assembled 
occasionally with much fanfare and cere- 
mony, were one-man shows, with little 
patience wasted on anyone who dared dis- 
pute his edicts. And yet he had an amazing 
faculty for winning the unquestioning loy- 
alty of a great number of fine men and 
women. They stood for anything. They 
love him still. They probably always will. 
Underneath all his sham and pretense, they 
saw a rather helpless person, craving affec- 
tion and admiration, with a rare love of life 
and a reckless generosity they could not resist. 

Other publishers—particularly in London— 
were continually outraged by Liveright’s 
methods, and amazed that he could con- 
tinue in the wild, reckless manner that he 
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pursued. Of course, they were right in the 
end. “The Story of Mankind” fell from 


Heaven to end one crisis, and “Black Oxen” 
averted another. Then there came a suc- 
cession of young men who wanted to learn 
the publishing business—and had some 
money to invest. But finally there came a 
day when the whole house of cards began 
to tumble about his ears. Liveright, always 
more of a gambler than a publisher, played 
out his string like a gentleman, and proved 
infinitely more gallant and more admirable 
when he was taking it on the chin than he 
did in his heyday. A poseur to the last, he 
could be found tapping his long cigarette 
holder nervously at a table at the Algonquin, 
a mere shadow of his former jaunty self, an- 
nouncing ambitious theatrical projects to all 
the critics, a few weeks before he died, al- 
though everybody knew that he was playing 
through a heartbreaking farce. He told me 
a lot about his autobiography, but I never 
read a page of it. It was a magnificent 
gesture of Simon and Schuster—that old 
loyalty again!—to buy it sight unseen. Now 
that he’s dead, I hope they will never pub- 
lish it, at least, not in the original form he 
planned for it. The really noteworthy events 
in his life—his dealings with some of the 
most important literary figures of the gen- 
eration—he didn’t seem to remember. He 
dwelt on episodes that were far better left 
unmentioned. He was still obsessed with the 
quaint idea that the world must know him 
One of the many 
Liveright _ be- 


as the irresistible lover. 
successful authors whom 
friended when they didn’t have a dime could 
repay his debt by finishing that manuscript, 
and telling of some of the genuinely impor- 
tant accomplishments to Horace Liveright’s 
credit—by bringing out the underlying 
charm of personality that he could turn on 
at will with such devastating effect; by em- 
phasizing an incredible streak of generosity 
that piled up over a hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars of unearned advances before he 
stepped down from control! 

A few months ago Liveright happened into 
the publishing office he had founded, to visit 
an old friend. He looked tired and worn. 
His friend was out. Liveright waited and 
waited. Then—in the presence of at least 
three employees—one of the new directors 
(Liveright had given him his first job there) 
said gruffly, “Better leave, Horace. I don’t 
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think it looks well to have you seen hanging 
around here!” Liveright didn’t even answer. 
To those of us who knew the old Horace. 
charlatan and poseur, if you will, but alive. 
on the move, bursting with vigor and sy. 
preme confidence in himself, that is one of 
the saddest anecdotes we have ever heard.

In the passing of James F. Drake the Rare 
Book Trade loses one of its outstanding 
members. 

Numerous collectors in this country con- 
sidered him their godfather and followed his 
advice as if he had been Solon himself. 

The facts of his life were accurately given 
in your issue of September gth, but as one of 
his oldest friends I would like to comment 
only on his character and characteristics. 

Mr. Drake’s knowledge of literature was 
vast and his information was always at the 
disposal of his customers; his constant visits 
to London kept him in touch with London 
and European values; his genial manner and 
kindly disposition were evident at every turn; 
his sense of humor was always present. A 
well-known bookseller in the auction room 
chided him for paying such a large price for 
a copy of Fitz Gerald’s Omar Khayyam and 
asked Mr. Drake what he bought it for. 
Drake replied, “I wanted to read it!!” 

Mr. Drake was a link between the XIXth 
and XXth Century collectors—Robert Hoe, 
William Loring Andrews, Beverly Chew, E: 
B. Holden, E. H. Bierstadt, William F. Have: 
meyer, William F. Gable, Kalbfleisch, Augu- 
stin Daly—all worshiped at his shrine, while 
he was especially kind and helpful to the 
novice. 

He knew not meanness nor how to take 
advantage of another’s ignorance. Many 1 
stances could be given to prove this statement 
but are not to be recorded here. He had high 
ideals, and lived up to them. 

His numerous friends in the trade mourn 
his loss and feel that with his death the 
mould was destroyed!

In your editorial on “Continental Rights” 


‘n the issue of July 29th you say: 

“The Publishers’ Association of Great Britain ap- 
neals to every author to consult his publisher before 
accepting an offer for Continental rights, especially 
if that offer comes to him from an agent who would 
not be affected by any pecuniary loss which the 
author might sustain as the result of the transac- 
ion. 

As my company does a large proportion of 
the sales of Continental rights in English for 
English and American authors, that state- 
ment affects us and excuses me, I hope, for 
making a comment. 

Believe it or not, dear Publishers’ Weekly, 
it doesn’t make an atom of difference to us 
in principle whether or not we get a few 
shillings commission on the English publish- 
ers Continental sales. All that matters is: 
does our author get more net in the long run, 
directly and indirectly, from selling to Tauch- 
nitz or Albatross than from leaving his Con- 
tinental rights in English to the English or 
American publisher, and agreeing to hold off 
possible sales to Tauchnitz and Albatross 
until it is too late, usually, to make any sale.

Obituary Notes 
LOUISE JORDAN MILN 


Louise JorDAN MILN, author of more than a 
dozen popular novels of China, and a life- 
long student of Chinese life, died at her home 
near Calais, France, on September 22nd. 
She was 70 years old. Louise Jordan, Amer- 
ican by birth, lived as a child in Chicago and 
later went to Vassar College, but left when 
she was eighteen to go on the stage. She 
joined a traveling theatrical company and 
visited China, which immediately became the 
land of her heart. Miss Jordan married an 
English actor, George Crichton Miln, and 
made a home in England, but remained an 
inveterate traveler. Her first book, “When 
We Were Strolling Players in the East,” was 
published in 1894, and was followed at 
intervals by novels on China and Chinese life, 
including “Mr. Wu,” “In a Chinese Court- 
yard,” and “Mr. and Mrs. Sen.” Her latest 
novel, “Peng Wee’s Harvest” was published 
last April by Stokes, who have published all 
of her other books. 


AGNES W. KEMP 


Acnes W. Kemp, cashier of the firm of E. P. 
Dutton & Co., for the past 37 years, died Sep- 
tember 13th after a short illness. Miss Kemp 
had been with Dutton since 1896. 


ANNIE BESANT 


Annie Besant, world leader of the theoso- 
phists, died in Madras, India, on September 
2oth. She would have been 86 years old on 
October 1st. She was born in London of 
Irish parents and was married at an early 
age to an English clergyman from whom she 
was separated six years later. Becoming 
somewhat of a freethinker, she met and 
became the disciple of Charles Bradlaugh, 
militant atheist, and together they wrote a 
pamphlet on family limitation, the precursor 
of the modern birth control movement, the 
publication of which was condemned by a 
court which acquitted its publishers. She 
later joined the Fabians, established a home 
for friendless girls in London, championed 
the cause of wayward children and led the 
first successful strike which the unorganized 
women workers of England ever embarked 
upon. In the ’80’s she met Helena Blavatsky 
and was quickly converted to theosophy. In 
sixty odd years of writing, lecturing and 
leadership, she espoused a dozen causes, win- 
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ning some, losing others, moving thousand 
to almost fanatic admiration, other thousand, 
to ridicule. For the last four decades of he; 
life she was the high priestess of theosophy, 
Mrs. Besant was the author of a number of } 
books on reincarnation, psychology, theos.

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sideration is it surprising that wealthy schol- 
ars and patrons did not care to risk their 
fortunes and reputations in the printing of 
fine books? Moreover, is it to be wondered 
at that we find men who were of the business 
plunger type in the printing industry during 
such a time rather than men of fine taste and 
appreciation? Is it not natural when artists 
and scholars desert a craft that the esthetic 
merit of the products of that craft should 
decline? Is it contrary to human nature to 
find that when the product of one’s hands 
may be consigned to fire upon its completion 
one does not devote as much care and expense 
to its production as he would if a gracious 
and assured reception awaited? If we con- 
sider these questions in the light of the politi- 
cal and ecclesiastical conditions of the time 
we shall see clearly that printing was forced 
into the circumstances in which we find it by 
the tremendous social powers. The most 
surprising part of it all is that we do not find 
retrogression instead of progress. 

Until 1635, the Plantin Press, under the 
supervisorship of Jean Moretus and his son 
Balthazer, kept the honor of being the most 
celebrated printing house in the world, but 
about that time its supremacy was taken 


from it by the House of Elzevir of Leyden. 
Louis Elzevir was the founder of the press, 
although he was never himself a real typog- 


rapher and pressman. The purpose of the 
House of Elzevir was to manufacture books 
to sell to the markets of the world. This 
they did, but unfortunately for the artistic 
merit of the books they issued not only low- 
cost books but also cheap books. The most 
famous of the Elzevir books were the 32mo 
classics. These books were printed com- 
pactly and cheaply in great numbers. The 
fine types of Christophe van Dyck were used 
on the small pages with scant margins. The 
paper was of a cheaper grade having been 
produced by some Swiss paper makers out 
of inferior rags. The ink was composed of 
cheaper ingredients than the inks of the 
previous two hundred years. Engraved title 
pages were used although they were seldom 
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in harmony with the typography of the pages, 
The Elzevir Classics were popular, sold 
widely, and received very high contemporary 
praise. The Elzevir Press was the greatest 
press of the seventeenth century although it 
lasted in power only about fifty years. The 
great thing to remember about the House of 
Elzevir is that it contributed more than any 
printing house before it to the present day 
industry of book manufacture and publishing, 
Its books met the demands of the great book 
reading market of the time, and after all that 
is the purpose of book publishing. 

We must realize too that in addition to 
the great and famous House of Elzevir that 
there were in Europe hundreds of printers 
who were printing books to fill an ever grow. 
ing demand for books to be read and not 
loved. About the middle of the century the 
first work published in England by sub- 
scription was issued. This was the great 
London Polygot Bible compiled by Brian 
Walton in nine languages and printed by 
Thomas Roycroft. This was one of the 
greatest books of the century although it was 
not a gem of the book-makers’ arts. Twelve 
years before the completion of the London 
Polygot Bible there was published the great 
Paris Polygot of Gue Michel Le Joy in ter 
massive folio volumes with seven languages 
It took seventeen years to complete and was 
printed by Antoine Vitre, one of the most 
distinguished printers of the century. These 
two may be considered the greatest individual 
undertakings between 1600 and 1700, but 
they are only significant of the fact that thou- 
sands of different books both great and small 
were printed for market and quickly ab- 
sorbed by eager purchasers. This then should 
be considered as the greatest contribution to 
printing of the seventeenth century. From 
that time dates the production of books ot 
all sorts and conditions for a myriad of dit 
ferent users, purposes, locations, and prices. 


Another contribution of the seventeenth | 


century to printing is the newspaper which } 
as great a gift as the beginning of book pub- 
lishing. The earliest known printed news 
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pamphlet, however, appeared in Germany 
about 1525, but it was not until the early part 
of the seventeenth century that news sheets 
were published regularly. The oldest news- 
paper is the Stratzburg Zeitung issued first 
on January 7, 1609. This paper was seven 
inches by five inches and was published once 
a week. In England, Nathaniel Butter at- 
tempted to issue a weekly news letter in 1621 
calling it the Courant, or Weekly News. 
Butter is credited by some as being the first 
user of newsboys to hawk papers in the street. 
In 1622, Nicholas Bourne and Thomas 
Archer began the regular publication of 
Weekly News, a twenty-page, five by seven 
inch book. In France, on May 30, 1631, 
Theophraste Renaudot began the _publica- 
tion of La Gazette which after three hundred 
years is still published as La Gazette de 
France. La Gazette was the first newspaper 
to have paid want ads in it. Also to Renau- 
dot, we must give credit for the publishing 
of the first magazine; for in 1631, he started 
the Mereure de France, which is still a popu- 
lar magazine. About 1663, the publication 
of newsbooks in England was forbidden by 
the king and in their stead was issued the 
single sheet London Gazette, which is still 
being printed as the official publication of 
the British Government. On the twenty- 
fifth day of September, 1695, appeared the 
first newspaper in America; this was the 
Public Occurrences both Foreign and Do- 
mestic. It was to have been published once 
a month, but the Colonial government 
quashed it on its first appearance. These are 
only a few of the early newspapers, but there 
were many more w hich enjoyed lives of vary- 
ing lengths. Of artistic quality in these pa- 
pers there was none or at best very little, but 
their effect on printing has been profound. 
The significance of this new use of the print- 
ing press is apparent when we look for a mo- 
ment at the tremendous amount of printing 
done by the modern dailies and weeklies. 
One other great development of the seven- 
teenth century was advertising. The news- 
papers offered an opportunity for advertising 
which was readily purchased by tradesmen. 
All the advertisements in journals of this 
century were printed much in the same man- 
ner as are the want ads in the twentieth 
century newspapers. But it is from this idea 
and practice started in the seventeenth cen- 
tury that our great newspapers and 
periodicals, supported almost entirely by ad- 
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vertisements, have grown. Besides the ad- 
vertisements in newspapers, the shopkeepers 
further added to the variety and quantity of 
printing by employing printed shopbills for 
advertising purposes. These shopbills may 
be considered the predecessors of our present 
day direct mail advertisements. 

One interesting and historically important 
event in the printing industry of the seven- 
teenth century is the beginning of printing 
in that part of America which is now the 
United States. One Jose Glover purchased 
the equipment for a printing office and hired 
Stephen Daye, a locksmith, and his two sons, 
Stephen Jr. and Mathew, to set up and use 
this equipment. Mathew Daye, aged eight. 
een, had been apprenticed to the printing 
trade, so to him goes the title of first printer 
in the British Colonies. The press was set 
up as a part of Harvard College, and the firs 
printing was done between September 7, and 
October 10, 1638. This earliest printing es- 
tablishment continues to thrive today as the 
Harvard University Press after an existence, 
broken in a place or two, of nearly three hun. 
dred years. Presses were not popular with 
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the Colonial rulers, who did much to sup- 
press them and to prevent their erection. By 
the end of the century, however, there were 
at least half a dozen printing offices in the 
Atlantic seaboard colonies. In 1690, William 
Rittenhouse, a practical paper-maker and 
Mennonite minister, with four partners, one 
of them William Bradford, printer, built a 
paper mill on Paper Mill Run in German- 
town, Pennsylvania. By 1699, we find the 
roots of the present day American supremacy 
in printing burrowing thoroughly into the 
plastic civilization of Colonial America. 
We have completed our hasty review of 
the principal events which made printing 
history from 1600 to 1699. We can easily 
see from these facts that a very different type 
of man went into the printing industry in 
the seventeenth century from those in any 
previous century. The first fifteen decades 
of printing were enriched by the presence of 
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scholars and men of wealth who were “book. 
lovers” and who wanted printing to produce 
for them and for their friends beautiful book; 
resembling the exquisite masterpieces of the 
calligraphic period of bookmaking. When 
the church and state perceived that a power. 
ful press meant their destruction, they put 
forward laws and censorships to kill printing: 
therefore, the men who went into printing 
after the last quarter of the sixteenth century 
were plungers, men of daring and enterprise. 
These men had to be fearless and often cleve; 
and ingenious in order to keep printing aliye 
at all. When we think of the products oj 
these printers which are the prototypes oj 
the three greatest branches of printing which 
we possess today, we must realize that the 
seventeenth century was not an age of print 
ing stagnation but rather the cradle of our 
industry.

This work has been compiled in an endeavor to combine in one alphabet 
a list of such foreign words and phrases as would aid a bibliographer in 
working in any of the twenty languages it covers. 


The basis of the work is a finding-list of about 500 terms. In addition to 
the familiar bibliographical and booktrade terms, there have been included 
the definite and indefinite articles, the conjunction and, the commoner 
prepositions, the cardinal and ordinal numbers to 20 and thence by tens 
to 100 and including 1000, the ordinary colors, the four points of the com- 
pass, the days of the week, the months, the seasons, the typical names of 
official and learned bodies (as academy, bureau, office, society, university, 
etc.) and certain adjectives customarily used to qualify these, the names of 
the principal countries and their adjective forms, and the names of the 
major branches of learning. These do not appear in all languages however, 
since for the sake of brevity easily recognizable cognates have been omitted.
